The plan of Western land sur- 
vey is explained; the homestead reg- 
ulations are included, and a_ vast 
amount of information concerning the 
ralsing of live-sto#k, and other branch- 
es of diversified farming. A full ex- 
planation is also given of the Canad- 
fan Pacific Railway's policy of selling 
lands to actual farmers on twenty- 
year terms, and assisting with a loan 
for improvements to the extent of 
$2,000. 

The book, which 1s illustrated with 
twenty photographs and a 15x30 map 
of the Western provinces, has just 
been {issued in a second annual edition 
of 400,000, of which 200,000 have been 
shipped to Great Britain, and another 
100,000 will be distributed through the 
C.P.R. Montreal office. Some idea of 
the magnitude of this edition can be 
gleaned from the fact that if the pages | 
were placed end to end in one contin-} 
uous strip, that strip would reach 
2,209 miles—that is to say, as far as 
from Montreal to Calgary. If the; 
whole edition were placed {n one pile, 
copy upon copy, the total height would 
he 6,510 feet—eight and three-quarter 
tines the height of the Woolworth 
Building in New York, the highest 
building in the world. Twelve and a 
half miles of wire were required for! 
stitching the copies together, and two 
cars to bring in the paper, which, 
weithed some sixty tons,

~——|PRIGE OF WHEAT 


AND RECIPROCITY 


What Good Would American Markets 
Have Been to Canada This 
Past Year? 


Winnipeg wheat prices have been 
as much us ten cents a bushel above 
the Minneapolis quotations for the 
same grade of grain, Either there is 
a glut of wheat on the United States 
market, and, therefore, no market for 
Canadian wieat there, or Minneapolis 
cannot hold a candle to Winnipeg as 
‘a transfer market to the ultimate 
European cousumer, In truth, tlfere 
Is an admixture of both conditions, 
There is assuredly no market for Can- 
adian wheat for consumption in the 
Uuited States. The country exports 
too much of its own wheat to permit 
of that. And, with absolute equality 
at the European port of entry, there 
is a big advantage in favor of Canada 
as the point of exit. Reciprocity 
would not have mended our market, 
but marred it. ° 

During 1911-12 a revival of United 
States exports of wheat and wheat as 
flour took place, which has continued 
into the year just closing. A year ago 
these amounted to 79,691,404 bushels, 
and tor the ten months to date this 
crop year they have totalled 121,000,000 
bushels. Assuming that the last two 
months of this year will witness pro- 
portional exports, the total for the 
year will be about 145,000,000 bushels. 
This is considerably heavier than any 
year since 1907-08, The trade has yet 
tu learn what 1918-14 will bring, and 
it promises to break all records and 
to muke the United States less than 
ever a market for Canadian wheat, 

Commenting upon the proposal in 
the United States Senate to free-list 
Canadian wheat, The St. Paul Pioneer 
Press of May 28th said: “The Amerl- 
can millers do not want the duty on 
wheat. The American farmer does 
not need it, Despite the efforts made 
by some politicians to convince him 
that they are doing him a favor by 
insisting on protection, the farmer 
will not worry about competition with 
wheat that was selling in Winnipeg 
yesterday at 9744c while the high 
point in Minneapolis yesterday was 
9140,” For a year past Western 
Canadian wheat prices have generally 
ruled higher than Western American 
wheat prices, and this year the United 
States is going to have an avalanche 
of wheat for export. 


PULP AND PAPER 


An Industry Which Has Grown Rapid- 
: ly in Canada 


According to the Toronto Globe, up 
to three or four years ago the pulp 
and paper industry of Quebec re- 
ceived little attention from the busi. 
ness world, Previous to that time all 
the big mills on the continent were 
located south of the border, and the 
smaller Canadian mills operating in a 
less remunefative field, were unable 
to make much headway. Careless 
methods of cutting and the heavy de- 
mands made upon the. American 
forests practically exhausted their 
available supplies of pulpwood and 
they turned to Canada. For years 
American millowners were allowed to 
take out pulpwood from Quebec 
without let or hindrance. Some two 
or three years ago Sir Lomer Gouin 
put into force a measure prohibiting 
the exportation of pulpwood cut from 
Crown lands, which proved to be the 
beginning of the wonderful expansion 
of this tadustry. American manufac. 
turers, knowing that they could 
not get pulpwood from Quebec 
crossed the border, bought up limits 
and located their mills on this side 
of the line, In one year following the 
paseing of the measure no less than 
nineteen pulp, paper and lumber com. 
panies were incorporated in Que 
bec, with a total capitalization of 
$41,709,000. This capital came largely 
from the United States, Great Britain 
and France, although Canadians con: 
tributed a considerable amount. Last 
year several of the newly-incorporated 
mills commenced production, while 
during 1918 a large number of others 
will commence active manufacturing. 

Of 1,846,910 cords of pulpwood 
cut in Canada during the past 
year, 866,042 cords were manu: 
factured into pulp in Canadian 
mills, while 980,866 cords were ex: 
ported in the raw or unmanutactured @ 
state. The total cut for 1912 shows 
an increase of 21% per cent. over the 
figures for 1911, while the increase in 
the manufacture of pulpwood in Cah- 
ada amounted to uearly 29 per cent. 
as compared with an increase in our 
exports of raw pulpwood of less than 
17 per cent, 

The importance of the pulp and 
paper industry to this country is shown 
by the fact that there are now 85 pulp 
and paper mills in Canada and New. 
foundland, of which 83 are located in 
Canada.

Sultanate Of Coast of /trica Rich In 
| Clove troduction. 


| The Sultanate of Zanzibar, just off 
‘the coast of central Africa, comprises 
‘four islands—Zanzibar, Pemba, Mafia 
}and Lamu. This Sultanate produces 
| perhaps nine-teuths of the cloves of 
the world. The climate and soil of 
| the two islands of Zanzibar and Pem- 
ba seem peculiarly adapted to the 
(growing of this important article. 
| Many of the trees are 90 years old, al- 
though most of the clove plantations 
jou Zanzibar Island date from 1872 
when a terrific cyclone swept over it, 
doing fearful damage to the trees. 

Clove trees hegin to bud about Jan- 
uary or February, and the picking ia 
done any time after July, continuing 
for about four months, as the trees 
{ripen irregularly. When the cloves 
| have been picked they are exposed on 
mats to the sun for six or seven days, 
and are then sent to the custom house 
where the Government exacts an ex- 
port duty of 25 per cent. 

The crop is @ very uncertain one, a 
heavy yield one year, and compara- 
tively nothing the next. The bulk of 
the cloves are bought by American, 
Germe) and Indian fms, and are 
sent to Bombay, Hamburg and Lon- 
| don. Most of the cloves are used in 
| distilling oil of cloves, which in turn 
is employed in the manufacture of 
drugs, pethumes; confectioneries, etc. 

Another great product of Zanzibar 
{s copra, which. is the dried interior 
of the cocoanut. The cocoanut trees 
grow throughout the Sultanate with- 
out cultivation; land is sold by the 
number of cocoanut trees on it. A 
tree will yield from 100 to 120 nuts a 
yields the crop is gathered about every 
our months. The nuts are split open 
and dried in the sun for several days, 
when the product is ready for ship- 
ment. France consumes most of the 
copra, which is used in the manufac- 
ture of soap, oil cakes, ete. 

Approached ‘from the ocean the city 
of Zanzibar presents @ beautiful pic- 
ture; the snow-white Arab houses are 
set against a background of soft 
tropical green > lying close to the shore 
are the hundreds of native dhows with 
their quaint sails, while farther out, in 
the deep waters, are the foreign ships. 
A prominent building on the water- 
front is the palace of the Sultan, 
which suggests a hotel at one of the 
Atlantic watering places, with its wide 
verandas and square tantern.

For several years over two and a 
half million tree-seedlings and  cut- 
tings have been Wistfibuted annually 
to the prairie farmers by the Domin- 
ion Government Forest Nursery Sta-j 
tlon at Indian Head. For the first 
eight months of the present year, al- 
most twelve thousand letters of in-| 
quiry were received by this Nursery 
Station and the demand for seedlings | 
this year has so taxed the capacity of} 
th» Nursery that it has been found ne-} 
cessary to establish a branch nursery! 
near Saskatoon. 

The young trees are supplied only) 
to bona fide farm-owners {n Manitoba, | 
Saskatchewan an. Alberta, and then! 
only in small lots, not exceeding five, 
hundred seedlings in any one year. | 
Applications must be made on suitable | 
forms supplied by the Forest Nursery | 
Station. A charge of $1 per hundred 
for conifers, such as pine, spruce’andj 
tamarack, is made, no order for less 
than 100 cf any one species being 
taken, 

The success of western tree-planta- 
tions depends not so mitch on the cli- 
matic conditicns, us is erroneously! 
supposed, but rather on the care taken | 
with the delicate young seedlings be-| 
fore and after planting. To show thc} 
farmers how best to obtain successful | 
results with their plantations nine in-| 
spectors of tree planting are maintain- ; 
ed by the Dominion Government in| 
thes provinces, and several bulletins | 
bearing on this work have been issued! 
by the Forestry Branch at Ottawa, and} 
can be had on application. | 

The principal trees planted in the} 
West are ash, maple, cottonwood, wil- 
low and Russiuu poplay. The first 
two do well together, and ash espec- 
fally is much in favor with the farm: | 
ers, h..cing probably the lowest death- 
rate of any. Willow and poplar are 
usually supplied as cuttings and do 
well together, The Russian willow is| 
growing in popularity with the farm- 
ers on account of its ease of propaga- 
tion, its quick-growing qualities, hard-!

It might be expected that the diam. | 
eter would be greatest if measured | 
from the top of the highest mountain, 
which is Mount Everest, in the Hima- | 
layas, but-unfortunately the point at 
which the diameter would emerge on 
the other side of the world fs in the | 
Pacific ocean, where this is more than | 
7,000 feet deep. | 
Professor L, Henkel of Schulpferda | 
says the greatest diameter of the earth | 
is that taken from the summit of 
Mount Chimborazo, in Ecuador, 20,136 
feet above the sea level. This, he says, 
emerges at the antipodes on a high | 
point on the north coast of Sumatra, 
This diameter is 7,929.3 miles. | 
As Chimborazo {is almost on the equa- | 


| tor, its summit {s that point on the 


earth’s surface which is most distant , 
from the center. There weight {s | 
feeblest and centrifugal force greatest.; . 

The earth’s smallest radius is that 
from the center to the north pole, but 
it is not certain that the line through 
the poles is the smallest diameter, be- 
cause the south pole is on a high pla- 
teau. It might be found that a line a 
little distant from the poles, which 
would emerge at sea level at cach end, 
would be even shorter than the polar | 
diameter. Such a line would be found | 
from a point in the Arctic ocean be- ! 
tween Spitzbergen and Greenland to a , 
point just off the coast of the Antarctic 
continent in the big bay overlooked by 
Mount Erebus, in about 175 to 180 de- | 
grees enst and 75 to 80 degrees south.

SPIDERS AS ARCHITECTS. 


Wonderful Webs Are the Result of 
Evolution. 


One who is desirous of studying the 
architectural gifts of spiders may eas- 
ily do s0 by observing the labors of 
the little garden-spider common to 
all localities. These beautiful webs, 
jrcular in outline, with radiating 
threads running frum centre to cir- 
cumference and supporting a_ series 
of concentric lines, are regarded -by. 
naturalists 4s the highest achievement 
of the spider. 

How did the spider learn the art 
of making these webs? Their great 
ingenuity and perfection of geometric 
form are conceded. The naturalist is 
not satisfied with the reply that it is 
a matter of instinct. He learns that 
there are wide differences to be found 
among the webs cf different spiders, 
and his observations lead him to think 
that he can discern a sort of actual 


progress, which he calls evolution, 
in the art of web making among 
spiders. 


The common house spider spina a 
web quite different from that of the 
garden spider. The hvuuse spider's 
web consists of a silken tube hidden 
in a dark corner, with an irregular 
sheet of closely woven meshes spread 
bafore it. The tube is the spider’s lurk- 
ing hole and place of refuge; the out- 
spread web ia its snare. The wolf 
spider makes a tubular hole with a 
hinged door for a refuge, and spreads 
no snare, relying entirely un its own 
prowess to overcome the unsuspect- 
ing victim. Still another species of 
|spider constructs a far simpler tube 
without any lid or door. 

Tn all this there may be discerned 
some resemblance to the progress or 
architecture among men. The earliest
